It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  there  were  no  serious 

epido.nics  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  during  the  year. 

Influenza  v/as  again  trouble  so. ne  during  the  first  half 
of  the  year,  a fact  which  was  reflected  by  a sharp  rise  in  the 
R »H  .1 , rates  and  two  influenzal  oeaths. 

Deaths  exceeded  live  births  by  7.  Infant  mortality 


Rates  do  not  co.npare  favourably  vith  the  Rational  Rates.  Our 
numbers  however  are  so  snail  that  wide  fluctuations  can  be  expected 
from  year  to  year  and  too  much  stress  should  net  be  placed  on 


individual  annual  rates.
